Rats, on the average, steal at 
least 6 per cent of total farm re- 
turns, and on badly infested farms 
they can reduce income by as much 
as 20 per cent. Yet controlling rats 
is not usually €xpensive, requiring 
mostly a clean-up campaign, rodent- 
proof construction and a routine 
follow-through. 

* * > 

Rats avoid open spaces and in- 
variably run along the walls. They 
won't even cut corners. So in your 
extermination campaign set your 
traps close to the walls and then 
place a box outside of the trap to 
provide a natural runway against 
the wall. Never place traps in the 
open. With a setup against the wall, 
anbaited traps are very effective. 
To make regular traps more sensi- 
tive, enlarge the trigger by adding 
a square of corrugated cardboard 
as large as the snapping surface 
of the trap. Force*the trigger be- 
tween the two thicknesses of the 
cardboard. When you set the trap, 
cover it with a small amount of

Traps won't control the rats. 
Control beg:ns with cleaning up the 
yard. Remove all piles of loose 
stone and rubbish. Build platforms 
18 inches above the ground and 
pile all boards, fence poles and 
rolls of wire on them. Burn old 
fertilizer bags, feed bags and other 
useless combustible materials. Then 
clean out under all buildings that 
are erected on piers.

Inspect feeding floors *and build- 
ings constructed on concrete slabs. 
Hf these ‘are undermined, place a 
two-foot-deep concrete foundation 
around them. If short length cor- 
rugated asbestos sheets are avail- 
able in your atea, use them for 
low-cost cut-off walls around the 
slabs, instead of the concrete wall.

When you have cleaned up 


around the buildings and inside of 
them, rat-proof one building at a 
time. Start with the corncrib. First 
make sure that the floor is tight, 
so corn will not drop through and 
attract rats. It’s best to line the 
floor wih metal or other rodent- 
proof material. Cover the inside of 
the crib walls to a height of two 
feet with a heavy hardware cloth. 
Use a ‘4-inch mesh wire. Then 
place a band of metal or flat as- 
bestos board around the outside of 
the crib at the top of the wire. 
Make this strip at least 8 inches 
wide and carry it around corners, 
door openings and projections, so 
that it is continuous around the 
whole building. Equip doors with 
springs so they will be self-closing.

THINGS TO MAKE

Dusting mitts and apron. 

One-third yard of monk’s cloth 
makes a pair of handy, washable 
dusting mitts.. Before cutting the 
cloth, stitch twice along one length 
of it, one inch from edge. Pull 
several rows of colored cotton yarn 
through just above this stitching. 
To do this, join the one colored 
yarn length to a monk's cloth 
thread; then pull, mitt thread, and 
yarn will slide into place. When 
the trim is in, fringe the cloth edge 
to the stitching. This makes the- 
lower edge of the dusting mitts. 

Now, fold one end in 8 inches and 
trace around hand, with little fin- 
ger side resting along the fold. 
Cutout, allowing '-inch seam. 
Stitch cut edges three times. Turn 
right side out; embroider. Follow 
the same steps for the other dusting 
mitt. 


Dusting apron is made from 4 
yard of monk’s cloth. Using the 
game method of inserting colored 
yarn trim, draw 12 rows of trim, 
starting 1 inch above one selvage 
edge. Turn selvage up and stitch 
it. Now fold bottom up, forming an 
*S-inch pocket. (This brings yarn 
trim to middle of apron skirt). Di- 
vide pocket into 4 haridy sections 
for dusting materials by stitching 
down at equal intervals. At waist- 
band, add as much yard trim as 
desired. Face underside for the 
draw-string casing. 

To form bib, cut in on both sides 
of apron 8 inches and up 13 inches 
above waistline. Sew top edge to 
keep from raveling and draw bands 
of colored yarn through 2 inches 
below edge. Turn plain band under 
for top draw-string casing. Sew 
twice around outside of bib and 
apron ™% inch from edge; then 
fringe sides to stitching. Use braid 
of the colored yarn for the two 
drawstrings.

Fire At Last Out 
After 160 Years 


A flame which had burned ia a 
rough stone chimneyplace in a 
mountain log cabin near Saluda, 
N.C., since the days of George 
Washington has. finally been per- 
mited to flicker out. 

The fire had burned for 160 years 
as a symbol of the devotion of a 
young pioneer couple, John and 
Sarah Morris. It had been kept 
burning all these years by their de- 
scendants. “ 

It was known as the Morris Fire 
and many thousands of visitors to 
this resort town in the western 
North Carolina mountains made a 
trip to the mountain cabin to ste 
the fire. 

The last keeper of the fire Mes. 
Hampton Owens, had to lock the 
cabin door and let the flame flicker 
out when she recently went to live 
wiith a son in Spartanburg, B.C. 

The- story goes that when John 
and Sarah Morris came into the 
wilderness to live, they chose a 
hollow in a cove about three miles 
from what is now Saluda, to make 
their home. 

Mr. Morris felled trees and hew- 
ed logs for the house. The job done, 
he brought his powder horn and his 
flint-and-steel and struck a spark to 
the shavings he had placed on the 
first hearth he called his own. 

The young couple knelt before 
the flame, and resolved never to 
let it go out. Since then, succeeding 
generations kept the fire. 

The cabin which stands today is 
not the original cabin. The first 
cabin stood until 1822, Then a 
larger house was built a short dis- 
tance away. The fire was scooped 
into an iron kettle and carefully 
transplanted to the new hearth- 
storie. 

When Mrs. Owens, because of 
advancing years, decided to go to 
Spartanburg to live with her son, 
H. W. Owens, employee of a knit- 
ting mill, there was no one else left 
to take care of the fire that had 
burned so long.

Naturally, the size and capacity 
of the building, together with the 
type of materials used, will influ- 
ence your overall cost. But the 
average farmer can lop off a goodly 
sized hunk of the initial cost by 
getting busy with hammer and saw.

According to data compiled by 
warious top experts, general re- 
quirements for the average-size ¢gg 
producing farm call for a structure 
about 7 feet 4 inches wide and 
11 feet 4 inches long, with a peaked 
roof. . 

* * * 
The peaked roof is highly import- 
ant. It should be ventilated so 
that during the warm weather a 
matural draft will reduce tempera- 
ture of the ceiling of the storage 
room below. This is because a flat 
roof of a refrigerated room, if ex- 
posed to direct sunlight. can very 
easily reach a surface temperature 
of 120 degrees Fahrenheit, even 
though the surrounding air tem- 
perature is only 90 degrees. 
* * * 

Thus, by employing a. well- 
ventilated peaked roof the refrigera- 
tion load on the egg storage room 
is substantially reduced, making a 
worthwhile saving on daily opera- 
ting expense. Walls exposed to the 
sun should be painted with white, 
buff, or aluminum paints, as these 
tsficct heat and g9 help to reduce 
thé refrigeration load Bren further.

As this column started off on 
the subject of eggs, perhaps it 
wouldn't be a bad idea if I con- 
tinued on an allied strain—that of 
poultry. And poultry raisers these 
days seem to be having less trouble 
with strip-teasers, nor do you notice 
so-many false-molting pullets any 
more. You don’t, that is to say, in 
flocks where the pullets got the 
right kind of care as they grew 
wp.

STAINLESS 
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Hot School Lunches 
By The Million 


The serving of hot lunches to 
schoolchildren is a much-discussed 
topic in many Ontario rural com- 
munities. It is therefore of interest 
to note the experience of a Middle 
Western state, as described In 
“Wallace’s Farmer.” 

“Junior Won't eat stew at home, 
but you should see him eat it .at 
school.” “Elsie never touched whole 
wheat bread until she started eating 
hot lunches at school.” 

Similar comments are among the 
heartening reports coming from 
parents of children who receive hot 
school lunches. 

But there's more to a school 
lunch program in Iowa than im- 
proved eating habits for children. 
Last year over 20,000,000 meals 

were served, and total expenditures 
tan into almost $5,000,000. That's 
big business! 

But it’s the kind of big business 
every farmer should promote. Part- 
ly because there's no greater satis- 
faction than feeding hungry child- 
ren, regardless of the kind of homes 
they come from, And/ partly be- 
cause many lIowa surplus farm 
products are served in these lunches, 


Last year, 930 achools in Iowa 
took part in the lunch program. 
This year, applications have been 
received for 47 more schools. 

In the schools this year, there 
will be only. two types of lunches 
served. Type A is the complete 
lunch, which provides one-third to 
one-half of the child's daily diet 
requirements and consists of the 
following as a minimum: 


One-half pint whole milk, 2 ozs. 

high protein food, 4% cup vege- 
table or fruit, 2 servings” white 
wheat or enriched bread, 2 tea- 
spoons butter or fortified margar- 
ine. ; 
Type C is the milk program, and 
is intended as a supplement to the 
home-packed lunch. This is gen- 
erally choseh by schools that have 
no facilities for serving more ade- 
quate lunches, Milk is frequently 
served to the childeen at recess 
time. 

Sometimes the lunch program 
is sponsored by local groups—~PTA, 
church groups, etc) But more and 
more it is underwritten by school 
boards and administered by the 
superintendent of the school. 

Do parents like the school lunch 


/ program? Last. winter, a survey 


was sent out to a sampling of 100 
schools in all counties of the state. 
Six questions were asked, A sum- 

mary of the replies follows: 
“Is your child learning to eat 
new foods in the lunch program?” 
84 per cent said “Yes.” 


“Does he enjoy the association 
with other children in eating to- 
gether at the school lunch?” 

100 per cent said “Yes.” 


“Ie he making more than nor- 
mal gains in height and weight?” 
53 per cent said “Yes.” 


“Is he any more free from 
colds?” 


63 per cent said “Yes.” 


“Does he ‘clean up’ his plate 
at home?” , 
89 per cent said “Yes.” 


“Do you notice any difference 
in his table manners?” 
48 per cent said “Yes.”

Are No Longer Necessary — 


Nothing Miurts like a toothache! 
Other pains may be more ‘severe, 
but none strikes so many people 
more often and harder’ than does 
the common toothache. 


It’s a pain that makes strong 
men cry. It's often a child's first 
real pain, the one that makes him 
certain there must be punishing 
witches. It’s a pain that can lead 
to’ facial disfiguration, expensive 
dentist bills, and in some cases, 
even miserable lives. 

No one is naturally immune to 
tooth decay. It can start its ruin- 
ous course shortly after the infant's 
primary or first teeth appear, con- 
tinue inté adultho and last as 
lang as you have 
your mouth. Decdy destroys the 
hard enamel surface, and dentine, 
or bonelike ‘structure, of the tooth. 
Unless it is checked, it may go on 
to invade the pulp or nerve. This 
is the point at which you know 
you've got a toothache, writes 
Warren L. Anderson in Successful 
Farming. 

For all of the misery of tooth- 
ache, it is one of the most unneces- 
sary pains known to mid-twentieth 
science! Its abolition calls merely 
for common sense, the stuff of 
which most good health is made. 
Frequent dental examinations, carly 
preventive mieasures, carly  treat- 
ment of -cavities, proper care of 
the mouth, and sensible food habits 
«those are the specific things of 
which dental health is made. 

The first step toward better teeth 
is early and frequent examination. 
Take your children to the dentist 
sometime between their second and 
third birthdays, or as soon as all 
20 of the primary teeth are in. 

“The first appointment,” tecom- 
mends the American Society — of 
Dentistry for Children, “should be 
made pleasant for the child. The 
important thing is to prevent fear. 


Dental care should be considered 


a routine part of normal living.” 
The sooner it becomes a twice - 
yearly habit, the better.” 

A new discovery which is prov- 
ing its worth in curbing decay is 
fluorine, one of the chemist’s 97 
elements. A few years ago den- 
tists noticed that people living in 
particular sections of the country 
had less tooth decay than the nation 
as a whole. The cause was traced 
to drinking water that contained 
fluorine. 

Unfortunately, — this clement's 
drinking water is 
limited by geography. It is found 
cnly in certain spots and it is in 
these specific localities that tooth 
decay is at a minimum 

Experiments ‘have shown, low 
ever, that when fluorine is applied 
to the surfaces of the tecth as 
sodium fluoride, tooth decay often 
can be markedly reduced. But in 
order to ensure best against caries 
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(your dentist’s name for decay) 
this preventive treatment must be 
started carly in life. The American 
Dental Association ~ recommends 
a series of four applications of so- 
dium fluoride for all children, pre- 
ferably at: ages 3, 7, 10, and 13. 
The procedure is a simple and 
painless one. The teeth are first 
thoroughly cleaned. Deposits and 
stains are removed; the teeth and 
gums are cxamined for cavities and 
disease. Carious teeth are filled, 


rand any disease — such as bleeding 


gums or trench mouth—is treated. 

When the mouth is in good re- 
pair, the dentist will dry the teeth 
immediately after cleaning them 
and gently swab them with a solu- 
tion of sodium fluoride. He'll dry 
and swab them again every two 
to seven days until four applications 
of the fluoride have been made. 

Exactly how this remarkable 
chemical works, no one is certain. 
Researchers believe that fluorine 
hardens the enamel of the teeth 
and makes them more resistant 
to acids which form in the mouth. 

In most cases where children 
have been given the fluorine treat- 
ment, tooth decay has been reduced 
by as much as 40 to 60. peréent 
The younger teen-ager who now 
has seven cavities would have only 
four if the fluoride treatment had 
been available a decade ago—when 
he was only three or four years old. 
The Council on Dental Health has 
gone on record as recommending 
that the fluorine treatment be used 
routinely in private dental offices 
and in school and community den- 
tal health pfograms. ~ It’s worth 
your time to investigate the treat- 
ment: 

One of the reasons at least 90 
percent. of us have so much trouble 
with our mouths is that we don’t 
keep them ‘clean. Not enough 


- people use toothbrushes, and of 


those who do, too many use them 
either incorrectly or too'’leng. A 
recent survey showed that four out 
of five toothbrushes in use should 
be replaced. ; 

According to the experts, “A 
satisfactory brush is ‘one with a 
small head with two or three rows 
of bristles, all the same height. One 
good way of using at is to brush 
the upper teeth downward; lower 
tecth should be brushed upward. 
Work the bristles between the 
teeth on the inside and outside, 
Clean the biting surfaces with a 
scooping, sweeping motion.” Chil- 
dren should start brushing their 
teeth by the time they're three 
years old and sooner 1 they'll 
co-operate 

To prevent decay, bfush yout 
teeth imimedjately after a meal. If 
this is impossible, rinse your mouth 
out with warm water Experts 
on the subject say the greatest 
amount of tooth decay takes place 
within the first 15 minutes afte 


eating, a time when tiny bits of 


feod are still in your mouth Re 
cent studies taken by the lowa 
Department of Health with school 
children showed that tooth decay 
was cut-0 to 60 percent vyhen t

‘cuts or sores do. The only way to 


get rid Of cavities is to fill them, 

Your dentist can see many. of 
the cavities on the expoted surfaces 
of a tooth, but an X-ray examina- 
tion is the only way he can tell 
what's going on between the teeth 
and below the gums. It ‘should 
be a regular part of any dental 
health program. The sooner cavi- 
tics are found and repaired, the 
less expensive, painful, and time 
consuming is.the process of tooth 
restoration. X-ray examination is 
the only way to check carefully on 
the condition of your teeth, the only 
way to find out whether you need 
your dentist's help. 

If your teeth have reached the 
point where there simply. isn’t en- 
ough left.of them for your. dentist 
to fill, it’s time for a denture or 
piate. In some cases this will mean 
the replacement of only one or two 
teeth; in others, all 32 permanent 
teeth will have to be substituted 
by false ones. 

This isn’t nearly as bad as it 
sounds. False teeth are made to- 
day that look more like your:-own 
than the original ones did. And 
getting them isn’t nearly as painful 
as it’s. cracked up to be. Your 
dentist ig an excellent mouth sur- 
geon. With the wide range of 
local and general anesthetics he has 


_ at. his command, extractions are 


less and less the, trying ordeal they 
were only a decade ago. 

As sensible diet —- little sugar, 
plenty of milk and other dairy pro- 
ducts, meat, fruit, and vegetables— 
is essential for normal tooth devel- 
opment and dental Iwalth.

Socks

Two years of life in the -Japa- 
nese Occupation with maids to de 
the housework, plus another year 
with my mother-in-law who, 
while we lived with her, did. all 
the darning for our family of four, 
left me aghast at the ever-swellidg 
bag. of hole-filled socks, when the 
whole job was up to meée writes 
“H.H.M” in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 


Now, several months later, the 
bag diminishes quickly in size and 
I realize that the blight has gone 
from this continuing household 
chore, 


How? Not by an calculated at- 
tack, but by a series of small dis- 
coveries. First a friend was going 
to teach a patrol of my Girl Scout 
troop to darn at her house. She 
enumerated the things they should 
bring, adding, “They won't need 
4: darner because 1 just use an 
electric light bulb—] like it bet- 
ter.” ; 

My goodness! I hadn't used any 
sort of egg or darner since the days 
I was being taught to mend. She 
likes it—maybe I would, too. No 
sooner thought than tried, and it 
does help. A bulb is dark under 
light socks, light under dark ones. 

Then one day in the ten-cent 
store while looking for embroi- 
dery needles, [ found a package 
called “Cotton Darners.” I blush 
to confess to any experienced 
housewife that this was my first 
encounter with them,  crewel 
needles having filled the bill so 
far. These are neither long enough 
nor afe there even enough of the 
larger-eyed ‘variety. So—the “Cot- 
ton Darners” are now bridging big 
holes easily. 


Somewhere, also, I picked up the 
fact that embroidery cotton will 
outwear ordinary darning cotton 
by a long time. What is worse than 
darning darns, when the painstake 
ing weaving has itself worn through 
before the rest of the sock? 

Another adfantage of this thread 
is that it can be easily pulled out 
double, or treble for larger darns, 
or even to all six strands for heavy 
socks. A box of assorted colors of 
regular darning cotton will take 
care of the varied hues of your 
bobby-soxer’s collection. 


Our son uses white athletic wool 
socks for gym and wears them 
through regularly. The little pack- 
ages of wool wound specially for 
darning are too thin for these. So 
I purchased a ball of white sock 
yarn, and the holes fill in quickly 
(especially with the new long 
needles) and wear well.

These Atois Seceaite | 
Are 50 Years Old | 


New light is likely to be thrown 
on the structure of the atom by 
British Museum experts who are 
now trying to decipher a mann- 
script half rotted by mildew, mud 
and soot. 

Much of the abstruse formulae 
contained in the manuscript is ille- 
gible. It was the work of a mathe- 
matical genius, eccentric and curly~ 
haired Oliver Heaviside, who lived 
a hermit-like existence and of whom 
scientists now say: “He was born 
a century too soon.” 

After publishing -hree volumes 
on electromagnetism, he set to work 
towards the end of the 19th cen- 
tury on a vital fourth volume deal- 
ing with atomic phenomena which 
would have startled the world of 
science—had it ever been published. 

It is the half-legible manuscript 
of this work that is now under 
close scrutiny in the British Muse- 
um. In 1927, two years after Heavi- 
side's death, a collection of his - 
papers was bought by the Insti- 
tute of Electrical Engineers, and 
when the war came in 1939 the 
papers were sent for safety to 
North Wales. 

Shortly before the centenary cele- 
brations of his birth were to be 
held (he was born 1850) someone 
chanced to remember the docu- 
ments and they were retrieved. A 
cursory study. revealed that they 
@included notes for Heaviside’s fourth 
volume. 


These dealt in details with — his 
important research on what. is sci- 
entifically described as “a unified 
ficld theorem covering electromag- 
netic and gravitational phenomena.” 
And this research, so far as it re- 
lates to atomic phenomena, is said 
to be even more complete than the 
latest. and much publicized dis- 
coveries of Einstein, the famous

Mr. Charles Graves calls it the 
answer to the psychiatrist's prayer— 
the cure for frustrations and inhibi- 
tions, where you can behave tn a 
way that would get you locked up 
or certified anywhere else, 

An Italian princess he saw there 
always wore a black skull-cap, black 
pyjamas, black sun-glasses, and slept 
every night in a black coffin. Daily, 
to the Piazza came a man in red 
cummerbund with red cap tassel, 
blue canvas trousers, #moking a 
ludicrous meerschaum and carrying 
three embroidered baskets over his

shoulder. A vousgYank on 
fram the U.S. sector of 
walked the Piazza fortwo days 
dressed up as Tyrolean peasant, 
feather and all.

Everrone, however, had forgotten 
that the Roman Catholic church 
disapproved of cremation, The local 
priest therefore refused to bury her 
ashes, the local C. of E. representa- 
tive also refused to perform the last 
rites because of the 8.C, priest had 
been asked first.

One visitor had dived into the fan- 
tastically blue water—which turned 
to an uncanny phosphorescence 
when an oar dipped into it—and his 
body looked like a pale blue nega- 
tive. ‘ 

A lovely spot is the night club of 
the Hotel Caesar Augustus at Ana- 
capri, with pine, fig, and pepper 
trees and oleanders lit with conceal- 
ed lighting round the dance floor,

One series of tests was made by 
Dwight C. Kennard of Wooster, 
They were conducted over a 7-year 
period, and have made Mr. Ken- 
nard a strong advocate for the 
built-up litter idea. On fresh litter, 
pullets getting no animal protein 
laid eggs of 32 per cent hatch- 
ability. On old litter, pullets on the 
same diet laid eggs of 78 per cent 
hatchability. Plainly, old litter was 
giving the pullets something almost 
as good as the scarce and costly 


meat, fish and milk by-products 
they weren't getting. 
* +, * 
When Kennard gave  pullets 


ample dried whey and meat scraps, 
hatchability was the same—80 per 
ecent-—.whether they were on fresh 
Ritter or used litter, A complete 
ration pushed the importance of 
built-up litter back to the obvious 
saving of work and litter cost. But 


wherever the diet skimped on the 
expensive animal ingredients, the, 
chickens made up much of the dif- 


ference from the litter.

Kennard and his associates set 
out to see what built-up litter had 
to offer to growing chickens. In 
four years they used 25,000 birds, 
including Reds, New Hampshires, 
Leghor and Leghorn-R.I, Red 
erossbreds on fresh litter removed 


and renewed each two wecks, new 


built-up litter and old built-up litter. 
The old Jitter invariably made the 
best growth with lowest mortality. 
Indeed, jt is hard to find fresh litter 
at Wooster any more except in an 
occasional test pen, for most of the 
3000 layers and the 5000 chicks 
have inherited their litter, in some 
cases from fourteen previous flocks.

Exactly what do chickens get 
from the built-up litter? According 
to Professor Kennard’s demonstra- 
tions, they get the animal protein 
factor (s), which is not a protein 
but a vitamin. The (s) is because 
scientists are still discovering angles 
of the factor or factors. An animal 
protein factor is a vitamin of«the 
B group. Riboflavin is one of these 
B vitamins. You find riboflavin in 
the expensive animal protein; milk 
and fish are rich with it, and meat 
scraps afford considerable. A cow 
creates riboflavin during digestion, 
and pigs and chickens go to cow 
manure for the B vitamin. When 
litter is “built-up,” meaning when 
it has gone through all the pro- 
cesses of a*compost heap, it is rich 
in animal protein, The protein enters 
the litter in the droppings. Then 
in a mysterious way it synthesizes 
or builds itself ‘up, through the 
composting period which Kennard 
describes as a purification—from an 


original 8 or 9 per cent of protein 


to 25 per cent protein. The oldest 
litter has the highest protein, he 
says.

Built-up litter begins to be good, 

Kennard has found, just when some 


people quit and clean out the 
house—at about six months. He ob- 
jects to the term, deep litter. This 


term reveals a misunderstanding, 
because mere depth of fresh shay- 
ings or straw lacks those sanitary 
organisms that need time to build 
up in a compost pile.

How should built-up litter be 
managed? “Start with about four 
_inches of casy-to-stir litter, Straw 
is hard to stir, unless it is chopped. 
Stirring. isn't needed in warm 
months, but it must be done in the 
damp, cold months. Put on an- 
other inch or two of litter when 
otherwise you'd clean— when the 
litter gets damp, caked or pasty. 
Maybe you'll put on lime and litter 


together. Ten to 15 pounds of 

hydrated lime to 100 square feet 
of floor is about right.

“If you put on lime, stir it in, 

This prevents some burning of the 

chickens’ feet. Build the litter up 

to at least 8 inches. Go as much 


deeper as convenient. When the lit- 
ter starts té cake or paste over the 
surface, stir it. Othefwise you have 
caked droppings, and that isn’t a 
sanitary condition, The caked mat- 
ter should go into other material to 
‘digest’ it. The most valuable, pul- 
verized material in built-up litter is 


the oldest, next to the floor

“You need yentilation and stir- 
ring if the ammonia in the house 
stings your eyes. It can irritate the 
chickens’ eyes’ too,

“When you put day-old chicks on 
built-up litter, it’s good to put two 
or three inches of fresh litter under 
the brooder. Otherwise too much 
ammonia might be released np into 


the hover by the heat. 

“Lime helps to keep the litter in 
a looser, more friable condition— 
more absorbent. 

“When you clean the house, just 
to keep the litter iat bounds, clean 
out whatever part is easiest and 
level off the rest. But never leave 


less than 6 to 8 inches.”

‘Korean home life can best be 
understood by living in a Korean 
home, So come with me to the 
house of Hyun, a young man who 
has seen the life of the city, but is 
not ashamed of the mud-and-thatch 
dwelling of his parents in a moun- 
tain village back of Seoul. 

We passed through a yard filled 
with great jars, any one of them 
large cnough to contain a man. 
Instead, they contain the winter's 
store of kimishi—a mixture of fish, 
onions, garlic and red pepper. 

“Here we are,” said Hyun hap- 
pily, and opened a low handsomely 
carved door... 

He introduced me tc his old 
white-clad father and mother and 
his pretty sister. Then he invited 
me to take a seat. There was no 

. chair. We sat on the floor. The 
autumn air had been chilly outside. 
But now a delightful warmth began 

‘to pass up thromgh me. [t seemed 
to be coming from the floor! 

And then I became ‘acquainted 
with one of the cleverest inventions 
of man since the age of fire began. 
It is the heated floor. America and 
Europe, for all their ingenuity, know 
it not. The Chinese have something 
like it—the kang, a heated brick 
divan. By living on the top of the 
kang and stepping down from it 
upon the cold floor as rarely as 
possible, 6ne may keep reasonably 
warm. 

But the Korean invention has 
gone the Chinese idea one better. 
The entire floor becomes a kang. 


Who has not suffered with cold 
feet and hot head in an unevenly 
heated room? Sinee hot air rises, 
it would seem elementary that the 
heat should come from the floor— 
and from all parts of the floor, not 
just from a register in one corner. 
This yery obvious fact seems to 
have struck the Korean and no one 
else. And the Korean has very 
simply solved the problem by run- 
ning the hot smoke from his kitchen 
stove under the floors of the other 
rooms to the far side of the house 
where at last, its heat exhausted, it 
is allowed to escape through a chim- 
ney. 

By using what we throw away, 
he keeps his house warm, 

The floor is raised from the 
ground a foot-or two and is made 
of stone slabs cemented together 
s0 that no smoke can rise into the 
room, The stones absorb heat easily 
and hold it well. For comfort’s 
sake, the entire floor is covered 
with resilient ofled paper almost as 
thick as a thin carpet--and much 
easier to keep clean. On this spot- 
less silklike surface cushions are 
placed for sitting, or beds spread 
at night. Cooking the usual two 
or three meals will furnish enough 
heat to keep the floor warm. all 
day, and only a blaze of pine needles 
at retiring will store enough heat 
in the stone floor to last till morn- 
ing—From “Key to Japan,” by 
Willard Price.

The wor) has never celebrated 
the centenaries of day-dreams — 
even those day-dreams that have 
charged the hearts of thousands 
with emotion.

And I shall learn how to become 
a great actor...” 

His name was John Henry Brod- 
ribb. Born in 1838, his father was 
an impecunious grocer, often shut- 
ting up shop lest the shelves should 
be’ cleared by the, bailiffs. The 
schoolboy began higgeareer as an 
ugderpaid sinppindlerk, but the 
day-dreany remained. ‘And thou- 
sands remember him affectionately 
to this day under the immortal 
stage name he chose for himself— 
Henry Irving, writes M. Reynelle 
in “Tit Bits.” 

Audience of None 

His was one of those» success 
stories which even now is an in- 
spiration. He used to rise at 4 a,m., 
breakfast on apples and bread, read 
and re-read plays by candlelight 
until dawn, and then march five 
miles to his work, At the shipping 
office his cronies, knowing his idio- 
syncrasies, scooped out a hollow in 
a packing case. Here he crouched 
for as many minute: as he could 
spare, studying Shakespeare. 


On barely 12s. a week he scraped 
and saved for elocution and fencing 
classes. When he at last ventured 
to present himself before a famous 
theatrical producer, and explained 
his ambition, the latter jeered. “Go 
away, boy. I never saw anyone less 
suited in looks or character.” 

Mappily at last one old actcor 
recognized the spark of genius and 
gave him a letter of introduction

Years later, 
when he owned and ruled the great 
Lyceum Theatre in London, Irving 
was the first actor to be knighted.

But if his first appearance was 
unpromising, his second was lament- 
able. He forgot his lines entirely! 
When he launched himself in a 
vne-man show in a little theatre 
Scotland, not a soul came to see 
him. In Dublin, he had no sooner 
set foot on the stage than howls 
of execration rained from the gal- 
lery, 
His first part in London also was 
a failure. For years he barnstormed 
around the Provinces, paitistakingly 
learning his craft. When the Lyce- 
um theatrical impresario, Colonel 
Bateman, at last offered him a love 
role, the production flopped within 
twenty-four hours. es 
Eagerly Irving told Bateman. he 
knew of a drama which might fe- 
place the failure. “It’s called ‘The 
Bells’,” he explained. “The central 
character is a Polish Jew—a con- 
science-stricken murderer.”

“Ridiculous retorted Bateman. 
“The public doesn’t pay to see 
Polish Jews.” Faced with the alter- 
native of closing the \théatre, or of 
producing “The Bells,” however, 
he chose to keep open doors. 


With cheap scenery and poor re- 
hearsing, the play that was to give | 
Irving the first great part of his 
career was put on, Few critics at- | 
tended the first night. The opening | 
act was played to an accompani- 
ment of coughing and chatter. Then, 
quite suddenly, the atmosphere be- 
came electric. 

The theatre hushed. A dramatic 
critic sent an urgent message to 
his editor to hold the presses. Later, | 
when he turned in a column of | 
ecsatic praise, the editor refused 
to print it.

The rest is theatrical history. All | 
London flocked to the Lyceum and 
talked of the unknown actor who | 
was making hardened playgoers | 
shiver, tremble, and cry out in fear 
and horror. The play eventually 
enabled Irving to rent the Lyceum 
and set up as actor-manager. Soon 
he met Ellen Terry and engaged 
her as his leading lady. 
there was hardly a 
production in which they did not 
appear together. When they toured 
the Provinces, mayors and alder- 
men came to the station to welcome 
them. When they went to America | 
cheering crowds gave them a Broad- | 
way welcome.

Irving always wanted to share | 
his success, At the summit of his | 
career he gave away money as fast | 
as he earned it. An old actor once 
begged him for seats, In the envel- | 
ope with the tickets were two £5 | 
notes. An actress who had lost

Ruined by Fire 
Simultaneously he lavished for- 


tunes on his theatrical productions, 
making them as brilliantly dressed 
and spectacular as possible. Until, 
one night, his scenery warehouse 
caught fire. Within an hour the 
great stocks of staye settings, rich 
costumes and curtains, swords and 
jewellery were consumed to ashes, 

The blow crippled Irving financi- 
ally. Though he continued to act 
there he had to surrender his Lyce- 
um lease. Despite this, veteran 
playgoers still recall his lavish pro- 
duction of “Becket,” at Drury Lane, 
in 1905. Touring with this play.at 
Bradford, a strange thing happened 
to Irving. As Becket, after being 
stabbed by his persecutors, he had 
to utter the words, “Into, Thy 
Hands, O Lord,” as the curtain fell. 

On the final night Irving acted 
with a strange fervour, As he spoke 
the words, “Into Thy Hands .. .” 
and. fell before the stage altar, 
sobs could be heard over the theatre. 
But when the curtain rose for his 
call the great actor lay still. The 
rising curtain was hurriedly lower- 
ed. Within a few hours Sir Henry 
Irving was dead. 

When he first entered the theatre, 
actors were classed as rogues and 
vagabonds. When he left it, they 
were members of a respected and 
enviable profession.

A Family That 
Was.Really “Odd” 


Probably the oddest family in 
history, a mother, father and «even 
sons, lived in Ipswich, Suffolk, in 
the reign of William IIL Every 
event, either good or. bad, happened 
to this family on an odd day of the 
month and each one of the nine 
members had something peculiar 
about his or her person. 

Even thé letters in their Chris- 
tian names added up to an odd 
number. The husband was named 
Petet, his wife Rabah and the boys 
were Solomon, Roger, James, 
Matthew, Jonas, David and Ezekiel. 

Father had only one leg and 
mother only one arm. Solomon 
was born blind in the left eye and 
Roger lost his right eye in an, ac- 
cident. 

James had his left ear pulled off 
in a quarrel and Matthew was born 
with only three’ fingers on his right 
hand. 

Jonas had a stump foot and David 
was humpbacked. The odd thing 
about Ezekiel was that whilst the 


rest of the family were very short. 
he was six feet two inches tall ~- 
at the age of nineteen. 

The one thing they all had in 
common was red hair. Yet their 
father’s hair was jet black and 
their mother’s as white as snow. 

In 1701 Peter, the father, fell 
into a deep sawpit. and starved 
to death and his wife, who refused 
to eat after the accident, died five 
days later. 

The tall Ezekiel enlisted as a 
grenadier but was drowned in 1723, 
with his brother Solomon when 
they were crossing the Thames. 

This tragedy brought an end to 
the odd family of Ipswich, for 
just ten years earlier, in 1713, the 
strangest event of all had happen- 
ed. The other five brothers had 
all died at different places on the 
same day. 


Set A Camera, 
Caught A Thief 


The pretty girl tourist was sit- 
ting peacefully in the pavement cafe 
of a Paris thoroughfare watching 
the smart crowds pass by. On the 
table at which she was sitting were 
her handbag, a cup of coffee, a 
camera and a book of travellers’ 
cheques she had just then been 
counting, 

Along the, boulevard pavement 
sauntered two men. As they passed 
the girl at her outdoor table they 
glanced at her handbag and the 
travellers’ cheques. 

They moved closer to the table, 
then suddenly one of them brushed © 
against her. He murmured “Par- 
don, mademoiselle.” She looked up 
at him, and as she did $0 the 
second man grabbed the cheqiits 
and they both ran off. 

To an observer, it was a well 
co-ordinated theft, and it didn’t look 
as thotigh anyone would ever catch 
those two running men, But the 
girl had other ideas. She seized 
her camera, got the fleeing men in 
the lens, and clicked the shutter. 
And as she did so one of the men 
turned round. 

She took the film to the police. 
They developed it and there was 
a perfect portrait of the thief. With- 
in a short time he was picked up 
and confessedeLater his confeder- 
ate was found as well. 

It was a case of setting a camera 
to catch a thief, and shows how 
a little quick thinking can some- 
times upset the careful calculations 
of crooks. 

There have been other examples 
of camera - catching. Quite recently 
a thief broke into a store and made 
for the fill. Just as he was open- 
ing it, however, there was a sudden 
flash of light and an alarm bell 
rang. 

He made off. A few hours later 
the police were on his trail and 
arrested him. 

The -flash of light had been a 
camera flash bulb which had been 
fixed by the store gwner to go 
off if anyone tried to rob the till, . 
The camera, too, was focussed to 
photograph the incident. 

-In a U.S. factory the workers’ 
private lockers were constantly he- 
ing raided by an unknown thief. 
A similar device was rigged up on 
a shelf, set to take a picture when 
a locker door was opened. 

Ae perfect picture was obtained, 
and the astonished expression on 
the crook’s face in the incriminat- 
ing snap made even the police smile.

If, on 
the other } nd; yeu require food 
for thought, here you have it. 


But what revolutionary ideas in 
regard to the care and feeding of 
livestock—ideas, however, which 
we, at Ginger Farm, have been 
thinking for several years-—but 
which Mr. Bromfield has had more 
opportunity to put into practice. 

To be successful with livestock, 
Mr. Bromfield asserts, you ‘must 
put yourself in the place of your 
cows, pigs ot chickens and figure 
out what conditions would contri- 


bute most to your comfort and ° 


welfare, For instance, if you were 
a cow, would you, rather sleep 
on straw-covered cement or on 
warm deep litter in a loafing barn, 
bearing in mind that, in zero wea- 
ther, bedding on a cement floor 
is 30 to 40 degrees lower than that 
on a dirt floor. The same applies 
to pigs and chickens—which Mr. 
Bromfield proves in his “Chicken 
Litter Story.” At Malabar Farm 
they discovered the healthiest chick- 
ens were “raised on deep litter, 
fed. cafeteria style, and provided 
‘with plenty of mineral and organic 
material. Big bunches of green 
alfalfa were hung up so the chick- 
ens could pick at it at any time. 
Access to fresh cow manure Was 
found to be the most effective 
means to stop cannibalism among 
hens and chickens, But the most 
amazing Bromfield theory was that 
scouring and disinfecting poultry 
houses was detrimental to the health 
of the chickens because, while the 
disinfectant killed malignant germs 
it also destroyed the beneficial bac- 
teria necessary to the development

In last week's column I gave a 
recipe for a Christmas Cake which, 
while it yndoubtedly belongs right 
up at the top of the list, might 
possibly be just a trifle too am- 
bitious for a lot of home cooks. 

So now here is a simple type of 
fruit cake which does not need 
the ageing which the “traditional” 
sort requires, and yet will prove 
to be a fine answer to the question 
of what to serve during the festive 
season. Quantities given make two 
9 x 4 x 3 inch loaves. 


RAISIN FRUIT CAKE 


4 cups seeded raisins 

2 tablespoons grated lemon rind 

1 tablespoon cinnamon 

1 tablespoon allspice 
*2% cups liquid 
2% cups chopped nutmeats 

4 cups sifted cake flour — 

5 teaspoons double acting 

baking powder 

2 teaspoons salt 
144 cups sugar 

14 cup butter or shortening 

2 eggs, well beaten 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

METHOD: Combine _ raisins 
lemon rind, spices and water in a 
saucepan, Cover and simmer gently 
for eight minutes. Drain, pressing 
out as much liquid as possible. 
Measure liquid and add water ‘or 
coffee to make one and one-half 
cups, and reserve. Grind raisins 
with nutmeats. : 

Sift flour once, measure and add 
baking powder, salt and sugar; sift 
three times. Cream butter thorough- 
ly, and add flour mixture, eggs, 
vanilla and reserved liquid. Stir 
until all flour is dampened. Beat 
vigorously for two minutes. Add 
raisin-nut mixture and mix thor- 
oughly. Turn into two 9x4x3 inch 
loaf pans which"have been greased, 
lined with brown paper and then 
greased again. Bake in a moderate 
(350 deg.) oven for one hour and 
15 minutes, or until done. [et sten4d 
five minutes on cake rack, then 
remove from pan, leaving paper at- 
tached -until ready to serve. Cool. 
Wrap in a clean cloth and store ia 
tin container to keep moist.

Add 
sugar gradually to beaten eggs. 
Blend in cookie crumb mixture and 
vanilla. Bake in a greased and 
floured nine-inch square pan and 
bake in a slow (325 deg.) oven for 
30 minutes, While still warm, cut 
into 30 squares. Roll each square 
into a ball, turning the top, crusty 
portion inwards as you roll. Place 
confectioners’ sugar in a bag. Shake 
the balls in the sugar to’ coat -even- 
ly.

Canada would be a_ happier, 
healthier and safer country for fu- 
ture generations if we had fewer 
great cities and far more prosper- 
ous towns.

RED CROSS RELIEVES 
SEVEN MAJOR DISASTERS 


Winnipeg. November 20—At least 
seven major diasters in which Red 
Cross volunteers and money assisted 
in relieving distress have taken place 
in Canada so far this year, Maj.-Gen. 
C. Churchill Mann, C.B.E., D.S.O., 
chairman of the National Committee, 
of Disaster Services, told the semi- 
annual meeting of the Red Cross 
Central Council which opened here to- 
day. 

The Manitoba flood relief and the 
part the Red Cross was privileged 
to play is outstanding in the annals 
of disasters, Gen. Mann declared add- 
ding that it marked a milestone in 
the Disaster Services of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society. ; 

“Occurring at the same time as the 
Winnipeg Flood, the fires at Rimouski 
and Cabano challenged the facilities 


A of the Canadian Red Cross in a man- 


ner never before visualized,” Gen. 
Mann stated. ‘“ To have three major 
disasters on our hands at one time is 
indeed unusual.” : 

He pointed out that unlike a flood, 
Rimouski and Cabano were flash 
disasters presenting their peak prob- 
lems within 12 hours of the com- 
mencement of the disaster when the 
confusion and excitement accompany- 
ing such a disaster tends greatly to 
produce panic, which in itself leads 
to confused thinking. 

“It ig very gratifying to know how 
promptly those disasters were met 
and to see the organized manner in 
which relief was given,” he said.

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I AM OPPOSED _ 
"TO “MERCY” KILLINGS 


An old proverb says, “No herb 

ows that will cure death.” Un- 
ortunately, the modern supporters 
of euthanasia — or mercy killing 
as it is now called — seem to have 
overlooked this warning. 

Their proposals sound plausible. 
Why should anyone suffer needless- 
ly from an incurable disease?) Why 


not grant a quick and merciful 
‘death? 

But all is not so easy and 
straight-forward... One fact alone 


bares the danger. The concept 
of euthanasia is based on the pre- 
mise of infallibility of diagnosis. 
But no such infallibility exists. And 
death is final. 

Even diagnoses of advanced can- 
cer have been wrong. 1 have seen 
a patient, diagnosed as suffering 
from an incurable cancer, die of a 
tubercular disease called dissemina- 
ted lupus. This invades many parts 
of the body, very much like ad- 
vanced cancer, 

Until recently diagnostic error 
would have been of no consequence, 
because both afflictions were fatal. 
We knew no cures. But today great 
improvement and relief.in“some Ca- 


ses of dissemisated lupus have been - 


produced by various treatments. 

Euthanasia enthusiasts do not 
propose to restrict mercy killing to 
cancer, where the percentage of 
correct diagnoses is actually very 
high. If an individual has advanced 
“incurable” tuberculosis, they say, 
shouldn't the doctor end his life? 
Wrong Diagnosis 

One of my patients, a young 
boy, was given up as hopelessly ill 
by several doctors, independently. 
The diagnosis was tuberculosis of 
the intestine. After more careful 
study his illness was found to be 
not intestinal tuberculosis, which 
was then an incurable disease, but 
constrictive pericarditis, This is a 
curable condition, with no relation 
to tuberculosis, and was caused by 
a layer of bony tissue around the 
heart. 

After three operations, the boy 
returned to normal activity and 
now, years later, he has married 
and is leading a happy, useful life. 
Yet his was a perfect case for the 
enthusiastic euthanasian. . 

Diagnosis will never be infallible. 
Because this is so, 1 completely ex- 
clude euthanasia from my concept 
of humane medical practice—rather 
a hundred people facing death 
courageously and hoping for a new 
treatment to help their malady than 
one person with incurable illness 
put to death because of an error 
in diagnosis. _ 

“We Dare to Dream” 

1 can speak with real emotion 
about mistaken diagnosis. Some 
years ago I was taken ill and, 
according to the finest specialists in 
the country, had contracted tuber- 
culosis. The disease seemed to pro- 
gress rapidly despite good  treat- 
ment. I was told that there was 
only a slight chance to live. But 
I never gave up hope. 

Later it turned out that instead 
of hopeless tuberculosis, I was 
suffering from a rare malady called 
Boeck's sarcoid. This disease af- 
fects the lungs in much the same 
way as tuberculosis, making diag- 
nosis difficult. But Boeck’s sarcoid 
rarely kills and it is not contagious. 
I could hope to live long enowgh 
to conquer the illness — and also 
was permitted to leave the sanat- 
orium to be with my family. 

A new diagnosis had changed the 
nearness of death to the sunlight of 
hope. Still, | continued to be very 
ill_and required sixteen periods of 
hospitalizatian in five years. Dur- 
ing the sixteenth period my physic- 


lan started a new treatment which | 


has.improved my health very con- 
siderably. We even dare now to 
dream of a complete cure. 


The Fatal “If” 


If I had taken the easy road of 
euthanasia when the future appear- 
ed grim and hopeless, when pain 
tortured me frequently day and 
night, I would have missed years 
of happy, creative living. I am 
grateful to the many doctors and 
nurses who encouraged me and my 
family to carry on. 


The fact may s¢em surprising 
that certain medical conditions 
which are fairly common in practice 
cannot be diagnosed with one hun- 
dred 


percent precision. Mut any 
honest physician can cite many 
shaky diagnoses which he held, 


subject to change, for mouths and 
even years. 

There are other reasons for my 
opposition to euthanasia besides the 
danger of assuming that Ciagnosis 
is always correct. The euthanasians 
speak of incurable disease, They 
fail to realize that this is only a 
relative term in medical practice, 
for researeh workers are consiant- 
ly seeking and finding tiew cures. 

In-our, own time such fatal dis- 
eases as Uiabetes, pernicious anae- 
thia and blood poisoning have yield- 
ed to the great. discoveries of insu- 
lin, liver treatment and sulphonam- 
ides. 

No himan being can predict the 
month, the day, nor the hour when 
a new treatment for a hitherto in- 
curable disease will be announced. 
Should the children wasting and 
starving from diabetes in 1922 have 
been put.out of their misery by 
order of a euthanasia board? A day 
later their lives could have been 
saved by the miraculous new medi- 
cine insulin, which was first made 
available in that year.

Few know unpil the day the medi 
cal scientist announces the results of 
his diseovery that anew cure 1s 
available. Who can tell that some- 
where a scientist even today may not 
be carrying out the final experiment 


which will make possible tomor- 
row that incredible happy | at- 
nouncement for the entire world: 


Successful Cure for Cancer, 

So today if the phsician attending 
a patient suffering from cancer asks 
himself, “Shall I end it all for him?” 
he must answer, “No,” must always 
believe that tomorrow a cure will 
be available. Otherwise we negate 
the true purpose of medical research 
which says that every disease will 
meet its conqueror in human in- 
genuity. 

1 believe that mercy killing is a 

backword-looking action, in the 
long run likely to decrease our ef- 
forts and our chances to find new 
cures for suffering. 
Let us concentrate money and 
brains on research. Let us devate 
more energy to searching out the 
gifted future research workers. Our 
duty is to encourage every fertile 
brain in the world to contribute its 
share tothe cure of illness. 

Some enthusiasts about cuthan- 
asia do know that diagnosis is 
sometimes incorrect and that incur- 
able conditions become curable 
overnight. What do they argue? 
They cry out about the horror of 
impending death, say that no hu- 
man being should be exposed to it 
longer than is absolutely necessary. 

A False Fear 

But in my opinion they have 
created a false and distorted fear. 
They do not understand—and it is 
important to recognize this—that 
most people die without suffering. 

Nature wisely provides before 
death a gentle curtain of coma and 
sleep which descends so softly and 
quietly that seldom does the family 
or the ddctor know when the pa- 
tient entered the final period of un- 
consciousness, 

We as individuals are guaranteed 
the inalienable right of life. 1 doubt 
that anyone would wish to depend 
entirely on the recommendation of 
the patient’s family and the doctor. 
But neither can the sick person be

More 
than 14,000,000 of the 36,000,000 


Sritish adults partic pate in some 
form. Last year they shelled out, an 
estimated $2,030,000,000 on various 
games of chance, That was sub- 
stantially below the record total 
for 1947, but this is no indication 
that Britons are losing their fond- 
ness for a “flutter.” As one book- 
maker recently explained, “It’s only 
that there's money about.”

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According to experts of the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agricul- 
ture a great many farmers are tos- 
sing away ten per cent or more 
of their stored grain simply by 
' Jetting insects chew away, uncon- 
trolled, after the harvest is in the 
bin. And those same experts claim 
that such wastage is by no means 
mecessary. The inroads made by 
insects can be stopped by measures 
which’ almost any farmer can use. 

a + * 

It is estimated that if all small 
gtain and corn could be protected 
from loss the gain would be around 
a billion dollars a year; and that’s 
south of the border only. Add the 
losses we suffer here in Canada, 
and the total would be appaling, 
even in these days when big money 
figures are juggled around so care- 
lessly. And while I. realize that 
many of the following recommenda- 
tions come to you too late for use 
this year, they might berwell worth 
clipping out, saving, and acting 
upon when the time comes.

In a recent study, entomologists 
carefully weighed grain going into 
average farm storage in many loca- 
tions, and then rewtighed the same 
grain when it moved out of storage 
in the spring. They found that 
after allowing for moisture losses, 
insect damage had caused actual 
shrinkageein weight of from one to 
two per cent per month. Insect 
damage not only reduces market 
value of grain per bushel; it actual- 
ly reduces the amount of- grain, 

* » * 2 

Most insects that destroy grain 
will work when the temperature in 
the bin is above 60 degrees F. That's 
why damage is greater in the South 
than in the North. But farmers 
in the North have to ‘ake into con- 
sideration the fact that graim ih a 
bin cools off very slowly and may 

’ stay warm enough for insects’ to 
work in it two or three months 
after cold weather arrives. So the 


daniage may be going on when the ‘ 


outside temperature is considerably 
below 60 degrees F. f 
’ * * 

Small grain or shelled corn 
should be fumigated as soon as it 
is put in the bin. Corn left over 
from .last ‘year ih the crib can be 
protected by shelliffg it, putting it 
in tight bins, and fumigating it.

The official recommendation for 
fumigation is as follows} 

Use a mixture of one part by 
volume of carbon disulphide, and 
four parts of carbon tetrachloride. 
Do not attempt to mix it yourself 
—you'll find it for sale already 
mixed under some trade name. This 
liquid fumigant will not harm your 
grain as food, feed or seed.

Level off the surface of the grain 
in the bin to at least six inches 
below the top of the side walls. Use 
three gallons of the mixture for 
each 1000 bushels of srnall grains 
in tight wooden bins, twice that 
for shelled corn, Increase the 
dosage to eight gallons per 1000 
bushels if the grain is in shallow 
bins with a large surface area.

Apply it evenly ower the surface 
of the grain in the bin.. You can 
use an inexpensive bucket sprayer 
if you chose, and you need not 
enter the bin. The liquid turns 
into a gas after it has been applied, 
-and this gas sinks down through 
the grain and kills the insects as 
it goes. Avoid breathing the fu- 
mes, and wear a gas mask for your 
protection if you are exposed to it 
for more than a very short tigpe.

Bins must be tight, or the fumi- 
gant won't do the job well. Tack 
laths or strips of heavy paper over 
eracks. A slatted crib won’t hold 
the gas unless completely lined, or 
covered outside with roofing or 
building paper. 

Select a still day in mild, warm 
weather to do the job, or wind 
may blow the gas away before all 
the insects are killed. If the grain 
is warm, 65 to 75 degrees F., low

Pro@erly done, one fumigation 
soon after harvest will hold stored 
grain free of insect damage until 
warm weather the following spring. 
3ut, insects are busy whenever and 
wherever there is mild weather. 
They will increase in number and 
do an ever-increasing amount 
damage during mild weather until 
the grain is used or sold. This is 
particularly true when the moisture 
content of the grain is high, when 
the grain isn’t very clean, or if the 
bin wasn't cleaned out thoroughly 
before putting the grain into it. r

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Even fram that has been fumi- 
gated should hgkinspected at least 
once each me Look for wgrm 
spots, or areas Avhere the grain may 
be webbed OF caked.

Way to protect stored 
grain from insects for a much lon- 
ger period of time, developed by a 
commercial. company, is under in- 
vestigation. It consists of applying 
a dust impregnated with pyrethrins 
and piperony] butoxide to the grain 
as it goes into storage. This meth- 
‘od, unlike the fumigation treatment, 
provides a residue of insecticide and 
has the advantage of preventing 
grains from becoming infested. Fu- 
migation kills all insects present at 
the time, but protection ends when 
the fumigating gas disappears.

The pyrethrin and piperonyl 
butoxide mixture is well known as 
one of the safest insecticides in use 


today. And, properly applied to 
newly harvested uninfested grain 
going into storage, it may’ give 


protection from insect damage for 
as long as a year or more. If this 
newly discovered method of treat- 
ing grain in storage for insect con- 


trol works, without complications, 


it will be a major scientific advance- 
ment.

Entomologists have devcloped a 
year-round program to prevent in- 
sect damage to stored grains. The 
procedures outlined below will pro- 


tect stored grain.

1. Construct tight.bins to make 
fumigation easier. 

2. Clean up your old bins thor- 
oughly before refilling them with 
new grain. 

3. Clean up trash or old grain 
from outside your bins.

The geographer looking at the 
map of Europe is baffled by the old 
question: Why do men who look 
on the sea differ so much from 
men who look on the land? Here 
is Western Europe, with the s¢a 
everywhere present and all coun- 
trices maritinie countries.

“Why should the monotonous, 
infinite gray line of the horizon at

“A Geography of Europe.” Perhaps ~ 


it is because the sea offers so many 
opportunities for trade not. only 
with neighbors but with distant and 
different civilizations. Western Eur- 
ope discovered the. world and 
planted its civilization everywhere.

he geographer, finds no physical 
barriers that would account for the 
present division of Europe. The 
barriers are spiritual. Differences 
of religion and language, memories 
of old wars and fear of future wars, 
a complex of emotions and ‘ansbi- 
tions inherited from “the dactk back- 
ward and abysm of time” keep the 
barriers in place. Kace is no longer 
important and, in fact, the: races 
of Europe can no longer be clearly 
defined. 

Language plus religion cquals 
race, as the geographer sees it. Yet 
the sharp divi:ion between East 
and West Europe has existed for 
centuries and scenis. destined to 
continue. What has happened in 
our time’ is that Eastern Europe 
has reached out and drawn large 
areas of Central Europe behind its 
Iron - Curtain. Spiritual barriers 
which have always existed have 
been increased to almost impenc- 
trable strength by the great East- 
ern European Power. The barrier 
has also been moved far to the 
west, so that on the map Western 
Europe looks like a small broken 
peninsula attached to a huge solid 
continent.

The geographer recognizes but 
does not fully explain the divisions 
of Europe. The historian can ¢x- 
plain more, He talks of the Graeco- 
Roman heritage of the West and 
the Byzantine heritage of Russia, 
of the long struggle of the Empire 
and the Papacy, the Renaissance 
and the Reformation, the French 
Revolution and the Rights of Man.

Atomic Submarines 


Even though a submarine can re- 
main submerged with the snorkel 
breathing tube for far longer periods 
than formerly, it is still tied to the 
surface because its diesel engines 
must be; supplied with air, The 
atomic submarine could cruise com- 
pletely submerged for periods limit- 
ed only by the air requirements 
of the crew. If the hull design had 
the ‘right charactcristics, the sub- 
marine speed would be even greater 
than the surface speed for the same 
amount of power, Full-speed under- 
water operation would be possible 
for days, and not for minutes, as 
at present. All surface vessels would 
be within range. 

The submarine of today is a spider 
waiting for the approaching victim; 
an atomic submarine is a wolf that 
that would pursue its prey. 

Reduction in We ght 


Instead of ‘increasing the amount 
of machinery, atomic power may 
reduce it, with a consequent reduc- 


tion in weight. The dead weight 
of atomic fuel for an extended 
cruise would be negligible. Even 


the heavy shielding needed ardund 
the atomic reactor for protection 
of the crew might be less than the 
heavy fuel tanks and batteries im 
conventional submarines. 

The ratio of time on patrol te 
time in the water is so high at 
present that fewer subinarines 
driven by atomic power could take 
the place of a large number of the 
diesel type. This is important when 
we remember that the U.S. sub- 
marine fleet comprises 170 vessels, 
that of Soviet Russia at least 350. 
Moreover, it takes an average of 
two years to build a fleet-type 
submarine, 

The reactor that is now being 
developed by the Knolls Labora- 
tory will operate at high tempera- 
ture. The heat generated will be 
transferred from the “fuel” to a 
liquid metal in a closed low-pressure 
system, then to*a boiler, where 
steam wilh be generated to drive 
steam turbines. More power will be 
delivered to the shafts than is now 
possible for fleet-type units. Ne 
tangible products of combustion will 
be released,
